building and site. TJie new site is 
located a t the corner of Ballard 
rd. and Cumberland. It is under­ 
stood that unless some buyer bids 
a higher price, the owners of the 
desired land will accept 
in ex­ 
change for their five acres tne pres­ 
ent site and school building. 


Plans for the new building have 
been ready many m onths as they 
were originally prepared for the 
consideration of the PWA.

This most dreaded disease 
of children had at least that m any 
I potential 
victims 
in 
A rlington 
Heights alone. Many of these chii- 
S dren are already receiving the t o x ­ 
oid treatm ents which will insure 
immunity for a number of years. 
Later another cheek will bt* made 
to find the num ber so treated. 
Some of the children tested had 
been treated with toxoid several 
years ago. Among these only 21 
jiercent were again 
susceptible. 
Among those who had never had 
treatm ent, 83 percent were found 
to be susceptible. 
Among those children for whom 
parental consent for the Schick 
test was not received, 123 had nev­ 
er been given toxoid treatm ent. 
Rased on the records given above, 
the assum ption is logical that over 
IOO of those children are suscept­ 
ible to diphtheria and will not re­ 
ceive toxoid treatm ent for immun­ 
ization.

‘‘Communist victory in our coun­ 
try would mean one thing: closed 
and desecrated churches, a deposed 
and persecuted clergy, a Christ­ 
less. nopcless worship,” I)i. Maier 
added. “Mi. Browder promises con­ 
sideration and lenience only lo* a 
small group ol preachers. He does 
not name these favored few, but it 
may be assumed that he refers to 
so-called modernists with whom 
Communism has an unmistakable 
vie-up and understanding, indicated 
b.\ the mutual endorsement with 
which Communists have approved 
religious radicalism and modernist 
preachers have praised Commun­ 
ism.” 
The Church of God will survive 
all these brutal onslaughts, the 
noted theologian declared, but he 
added that the time has come for 
a unitid front against the inroads 
oi “clerical unbelief and infidelity 
in high church-places.”

ton termination. Though the act 
specifies that the landloid is to 
lelaiii only rent, 
labor, and ex­ 
penses out cl crop sales the courts 
have held that he is also entitled 
to damages for nonperformance of 
agreements in the lease. 
Howev­ 
er, in cases where m e tenant re­ 
deems crops matured and harvest­ 
ed by the landlord, the landlord is 
entitled, according to the act, only 
to rent due and a reasonable com­ 
pensation and expenses for culti­ 
vating and harvesting. 
The law makes no provision for 
livestock abandoned and left on 
the farm. 
This act may be found in the Il­ 
linois Revised Statutes, Chapter 80, 
Section 33.
